to fifteen thousand glsas workers 
will resume work, after having been idle 
since June 1st, and the factories will 
be pushed to their limit. The manufac- 
turers will meet tomorrow at the Bates 
House, Indianapolis, to form a new com- 
bination to regulate prices for tbe whole 
country. This action was determined at 
a secret meeting held a week ago at 'he 
Auditorium Hotel In Chicago. The new 
combination will take the place of two 
organizations which have hitherto di- 
vided ths country between them. Tbe 
old combinations were the Pittsburgh 
Window Olaas Company, which operated 
te territory East sf Ohio, and tbe 
Western Window Glass Company, which 
covered the West.
